RAREST OF ANIMALS. 


A Ranehinau'o Interesting Stonr of Why 


Beaven Fell Tre*» »ud Build Dan». 
The Value of the Little Animals to the 
Cattlemen or Montana. 
"I believe I am tho only white per- 


son that ever trapped or killed aii adult 
albino beaver," said ThomasGilroy, an 
ex-ranchruau of Montana. 
"Albino 


beavers are the rarest of animals, and 
the only specimens 1 ever saw besides 
the one I trapped were two cubs captur- 
ed by an Indian ou Wind river more 
than 80 years ago. There were four 
youug beavers in the nest this Indian 
secured, and two of them were blaok. 
The mother u£ the litter was captured 
with them, and she was black. There is 
another very rare beuver in the north- 
west region. This is the golden beaver, 
bearing the choicest of all fur. The 
golden beaver is almost as rare as the 
white beaver, the albino being merely 
a freak of nature, while the golden 
beaver ib a species. This beaver was not 
known in this country until about 1880, 
\vbtui thy first specimen was discovered 
in the Mink river region. 


"I wasn't in the trapping business 


when 1 caught the albino beaver, or per- 
haps I wouldn't have had tho chauee to 
bag him and tho 84 others I got with 
him. I had heard a good many wonder- 
ful stories about how beavers chopped 
down trees, and, being anxious to see 
bow far from the truth some of these 
stories were, I fouud where beavt-rs 
were at work in a piece of cedar woods 
through which a branch ot the Wind 
river flowed. I choho a bright moon- 
light night to watch tho beavers at tht'ir 
tree chopping. I hid myself before night- 
fall near the spot. 


"Soon after nightfall a beavor came 


out of the wator, went straight to a 
good sized cedar tree and began work 
at it with his teeth without a moment's 
delay. Whilo he was at work another 
beavur appeared from tho river, and as 
he druw himself out of tho water to the 
bunk whero the moon shone full upon 
him I saw that ho was as white as 
snow. Tho white beaver selected a tree 
and went vigorously to work foiling it 
I don't believe a vfooflehoppor with his 
ax could have felled thos« trpos any 
quicker than thuso leavers did \\ith 
their chiicllike tueth. 


"Long before I had conio into per- 


sonal contact with the beuver I had 
read in the books lhat the boavprs built 
daina for the purpose of making a swin- 
iniug and fishing pond. After 1 begun 
taking an interest in beavers I found 
that the bujk explanation wa« an ridic- 
ulous a^ it wus lacking iu fact I found 
that thn beaver doet* not eat fi.sh or flesh 
of aay kind, but subsists entirely on 
tunder roots and barks, which aro plen- 
tiful during the summer, but cease- to 
provide nutritious or hunger nll.iying 
qualities when the cold .«eanon ta at 
hand, so the beaver builds damn to pro- 
vide against the pinch of hunger during 
tho winter. Tho instinct of the beaver 
t«aohcw him that thoso substunceH sub- 
merged in water will keep grueu, frehh 
and nutritious all winter long, no ho 
Bulocts a spot whore this food grows 
abundant near tbo shores and damn thu 
stream so that the water will bo flooded 
back over the young willows and aspens 
and oottonwooda and held thero. Thus 
the bark on them ia kept sof t, juicy and 
tender, and tho beuvw bus his storo of 
nutritions food to draw upon all winter 
long. If there is no growth of tueh 
W oods convenient for overflowing, the 
beaver cuts down willows, cotton-woods 
or aspens—tho cottonwood being the 
favorite—floats thorn to the dam, milks 
them to tho bottom, fixes thorn thero 
below the freezing depth, and they keep 
ES fresh and tender as if they woro 
growing on the banks and quickened by 
the spring suunhine and raini;. 


"AH to the colony of beavers that first 


attracted my attention, I -watched it at 
its dam building, in the course of which 
the beavers chopped down a good many 
cedar trees. That was all very intwent- 
ing and instructive, but it wasn't prof- 
itable to tbo owner of tho timber, whobo 
agent I was, and, aa my chief duty wiis 
tho quest of timber thievoc, I concluded 
that hero were BOHIO woll worth looking 
after, and I reajhed to break up that 
colony without delay. 
By inquiry 


among th»i trapporo I learned somolhiuK 
about how they wont to work to trap 
beavers, and I get five traps in that col- 
ony's pond. I canftht a beaver in every 
ttap seven confiecntivo mghtH, and tho 
last beaver I caught was the big whitu 
one. I sold the albino to an English 
tourigt for %40 in gold. 


"The share I took in the work of de- 


populating the northwest of the beaver 
after that was considerable, but whcu 1 
got into the cattlo bnsinoBB I wan sorry. 
and would gladly jiave given hack ev- 
ery dollar I reeehVd for their pelts— 
and it would have made a big Burn—if 
I could have put tho beavers back again, 
for I found that, although tho boaver 
wasn't worth a« much as a fat steer in 
money, there wasn't a cattleman in 
Montana that wouldn't give up tho bout 
steer in his herd to gave tfao life of a 
beaver any day in tho year. just, bocanso 
the beavers wero dam builders. That 
•wonderful instinct of tho beave.r didn't 
interest the ranchmen n littlo bit, nor 
had they any sentiment in their anxiety 
to protect tho beaver. But water was a 
cocKtent necessity on the cnttl« trails, 
in the dry climaU) of Montana ospecial- 
ly, where the streams and water holes 
a«i few and far between. Thero woro 
more beavers in Montana—and thero 
M« yet perhaps—than anywhere elso in 
t»»« United States. 
By building tboir 


dams wherever they might they caunotj 
the wator supply to be hoarded as it 
could be in no other way. That just 
Mitod the cattlemen, and to thin day, 
whtl« any other gams or fur bearing 
animal may be exterminated without a 
disuniting voice from them, the leaver 
is assured of tho friendship and protoo- 
tionof tlieraucbroeu."—Portland (Or.) 


Defeating a Privateer. 


'- Tbe N««r fibffluod privateer contest* 
in the long ago gave a distinguished 
officer of the royal .naty his first oppor- 
tunity. OharleB Wager was the nephew 
of John Hull, a Newport merchant, lie 
wa? with his nucle in one ojf his ves- 
sels when she was threatened by a 
French or Spanish privateer. 
There is 


a well attested tradition that Wager, 
only a lad, but high mettled, persuaded 
tho poacuful, iionruttistant owner to ro- 
tire to tho cabin and give him control 
of the vessel. 


Charles mustered the crow—they 


wore always armed—and handled thorn 
so bravely and skillfully that the at- 
tacking p<irty was baffled. 
The old 


Quaker's anxiety prevailed over his 
principles, and coining into tho coia- 
pauionway, he stood taking snuff and 
watching tho light. 
As he was below 


tho level of tho combatants, he could 
well see the effect of the firing. 


His interest grew and his excitement 


waxed high as the contest went ou. He 
took pinch'after pinch of snutf iu most 
wasteful fashion. His usually immacu- 
late waistcoat became recklessly pow- 
dered. Finally ho cried out: 


"Charles, if thee means to hit that 


man iu a rod jacket, thee had better 
ruiso thy piece a littlo." 


The attack was repulsod, and tho gal- 


lant Charles was commended by his un- 
cle with, "Thoe did well, Charles, thoo 
did Well, but lighting is wrong. Still, 
Charles, if theo had let them whip, I 
could have flung theo overboard." 


Through his friends Wager obtained 


a post iu tho royal navy, ending his 
honorable career as Sir Charles Wager, 
first lord of the admiralty, and finally 
with a monument in Wobtmiufator ab- 
bey.—Youth's Companion. 


Tho Littlo Tiock Ministers' alliance 


at its May meeting promulgated the fol- 
lowing reforms relative to burials: Tho 
Ufco of crape, gloves arid other under- 
takers' supplies should bo dispensed 
with.

Thero should bo no 
cobtly casket, metallic or otherwise, 
especially dovibod to defer tho decay of 
tho body, except when bodies nro to bo 
transported by rail. 
This IH the day of 


embalming, ami bodies can bo kopt at 
IOUR as any real need, demands if stiuli 
neod exists. 


Tho custom of public loavetaking of 


the doad should bo abolished. Let all 
farewells bo private, and tho casket ro- 
main closed after tho service has t'om- 
nieucod. 
Fulsome und indiscriminate 


oulogy should not bo practiced or en- 
couraged. It is easier to omit than to 
confine- within right limits. 
That, as 


far as possible, Sunday funerals bo 
avoided. 
That punctuality at funeral 


services should bo insisted upon us much 
as at any other religious service. 
That 


thero should bo no oxposuro of tho liv- 
ing, \vith tbo falso idea ttmt it honors 
tho dead. 
To this end, let tho gentle- 


men keep their heads covered at tho 
grave. In ineleiiient weather, let tho 
opou air services bo abbreviated to the 
utmost limit permitted by u proper le- 
gard for all interested, tho custom of 
waiting until tho grave is filled be 
abandoned, and the filling of tho f;ravo 
bo supervised by a friend of tho family. 
—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

NOW THE ENGINEER KNOWS WHAT 


TIME HE IS MAKING. 


SMOKING HILLS, 


A Visit to Arftbl Pasha. 


By half past 81 had everything packed 


ready 1'or a move, whoii Aohmod an- 
nounced tho arrival of my Egyptian 
friond in a carriage to take me down to 
the war omco, that was insido the 
arsenal gate. Arrived at the gate, we 
alighted from tho carriage and were 
about to entor, when we suddenly found 
ourselves surrounded by a crowd of ex- 
cited felluhin soldiers, vehemently ejac- 
ulating in their guttural Arabic. It was 
with the greatest difficulty that my 
Egyptian friend and the faithful Ach- 
med finally persuaded them to hold up 
their rifles with tho bayonets fixed that 
were playing about our heads and send 
in lor tho officer of tho guard. 


This they did, and as soon as the offi- 


cer learned the object of our visit we 
were admitted without further trouble, 
though it was quite plain from the mut- 
ter ings of the soldiers that they had no 
friendly feelings toward a European. 
On reaching the anteroom of the war 
office wo found all tho celebrities of tha 
revolt anxiously discussing tho turn af- 
i'uirn hud taken. I was presented to sev- 
eral of them while waiting to be receiv- 
od by Arabi Pasha and soon became the 
center of a circle of eager questioners, 
who kept mo fully occupied until an aid- 
clo-camp announced that tho pasha was 
ready to receive mo, Tho interview last- 
ed about half an hour, and I was very 
favorably impressed by Arabi's person- 
ality and tho intelligence with which 
he discussed tho situation.—Harper's 
Round Table. 


Aa ladieator That K«ep» Him Ported on 


Bow Mauy Mllee an Hour HI* Train It 
Running—The «I>ntch Clock" That Out- 
lived It* C»efulnew. 
Experienced railroad men can tell to 


the fraction of a minute tho speed of a 
moving train. It is far easier to tell the 
rate at whiqh a train is traveling while 
aboard than it is to toll its speed as it 
dashes past. When standing near a rail- 
road track and noting an approaching 
train with its revolving driving wheels, 
tho vibrating side rod, the continuous 
roar from the smokestack and the im- 
mense cloud of dust in the rear one is 
almost certain to greatly overestimate 
the speed at which it is actually travel- 
ing. 


A common method of telling the 


speed of a moving train is by counting 
the clicks of the wheel as they pass 
over the rail joints. A rail is 30 feet 
long; hence there are 170 rails in on« 
mile. A mile per minute would be 170 
clicks in 00 seconds, or CO miles per 
hour. Thirty miles per hour, therefore, 
would be 88 clicks in CO seconds. The 
clicks for ten seconds denote tbo average 
speed of the train. 


But oven railroad men are not requir- 


ed to rely upon their ears and watches 
to tell the speed at which their trains 
are running. The little speed recorder, 
known as the "Dutch clock," which 
was put in tho "little red caboose be- 
hind tho train" a fow years ago, is now 
almost a rejic of tho past. It was a 
great iuvenuou in its day, and was 
adopted by nearly all the railroads of 
tho country. Its purpose was to regulate 
the speed of freight trains by tolling 
the talc of fast running, and the division 
superintendent did the rest. Seldom did 
tho "old man" fail to inflict tho pun- 
ishment for such infraction of tbe rules 
—usually a "ten days' layoff." 


But conditions ha\e so changed that 


speed is now the requisite, and men are 
laid off who do not make tho timo re- 
quired, and tho little "Dutch clock" 
has outlived its usefulness. 


It was a very simple affair. By a 


gearing attached to the axlo of the cur 
a small brass cylinder in a case ou the 
inside of the car was revolved. A Md 
pencil fastened to u holder was made to 
travel from one end to tho other of the 
cylinder by means of a clock. The pen- 
oil wont across and back every hour 
and marked upon a long sheet of paper 
known as the "train phoet," which wus 
wound about the cylinder. 


This sheet was printed in cross sec- 


tions, each section indicating a mile. 
Ou tho upper edge wire piiutoil the 
names of tho stations of tho division 
and their relative distances apart As 
the pencil traveled across the sheet it 
made a zigzag mark, and upon the 
speed of tho train depended tho slant of 
tho lino. When tho train was still, the 
cylinder would not turn, and the pencil 
would mark straight up and down, and 
it was possible to tell very accurately, 
if the shoot was inserted correctly, just 
whero each stop was made, how many 
minutes it occupied, tho exact speed at 
every part of tho run, how long contin- 
ued, 
and often revealed much informa- 


tion that tho train men preferred the 
"old man" would not know. 


The machine, while it was in voguo, 


was the terror of the train men. No ex- 
cuses woro taken for fast running, and 
thoy resorted to many plans to frustrate 
tho talo tho little instrument was sure 
to tell. They have been known to throw 
sand into the gearing, break the little 
iron caso with a hammer, insert the 
wrong train sheets, mark tho sheets 
with a pencil in their own hands, bribe 
the office clerks who measured tho 
sheets, report the cle>ck out of order on 
the slightest pretext and heap upon it 
their vilest curses. 
- , 
, 


Little by little the "Dutch clock" 


gave way to another kind of a speed re- 
corder, until today the new ono has.,the 
field almost to itself. It is the re^o^ier 
known aa the "Boyer," which ia placed 
in the cab of tho eagine, and the indi- 
cator of which shows the engineer just 
the speed of his train. To this also 
there ia a train sheet conceived upon a~ 
very different plan, and tho sheet is 
scrutinized now to see if the speed was 
fast enough. 


The engineer's speed recorder, too, is 


worked by a gear from the pony truck 
of the engine, and by means of a small 
pump mercury is injected into a pipe 
not larger than a pencil, which forces 
the needle around the dial of the in- 
dicator. The engineer of tho midnight 
express takes his seat, opens the engine, 
and little by little the lever is pulled 
out, and as tho wheels revolve the speed 
indicator climbs over the figures. There 
was a delay iu loading baggage at the 
last station, time was lost, possibly at 
every station on the division tho same 
thing -will occur and out comes the 
lever still further and up goes tho speed 
indicator. A uioe piece of track is ahead, 
and the engineer knows it to be safe. 
The indicator crawls over half tbo aro 
of the circle. The train now descends 
an incline, and the speed becomes ter- 
rific. The dial now shows 36, 60, pos- 
sibly 65 to 70 miles per hour for a fow 
minutes. This speed is frequently at- 
tained for short durations, and tho en- 
gine man a fow days later, whon at 
tho terminal, points with pride to the 
littlo train shoot which recorded his 
fast spurts.— 8t. Louis Post Dispatch.

Weel«rv ffortfc Carolina. 


A natural phenomenon that cauMfl 


much wonder and has so far baffled 
scientists exists In the westehi part of 
North Carolina. The scene of this won- 
der Is located about twelve milen from 
Asheville, in Buncombe county. 


From sonic of the hills In that sec- 


tion columns of dark smoke arc seen to 
rise at a certain time each year, and 
nil efforts to ascertain tbe cause have 
been without avail. When seen at other 
times than when the smoke Issues from 
them, there is nothing unusual in the 
appearance of these .hills. 


They inclose a valley about four 


miles long and half a mile wide, and 
their tops are from a quarter to half 
a mile apart. The columns of smoke 
rise to a height of about twenty feet 
tind are about a dozen feet apart. The 
general appearance Is that of smoke 
produced by the burning of coal. 


It Is indeed a strange spectacle to see 


this smoke rising on a clear day when 
there Is not a cloud in tbe sky. 


It was in September, 18SO, that the 


phenomenon began to be noticed, tht 
first hill to smoke being Watch Knob, 
one of the largest. Others then exhib- 
ited the strange freak, and there are 
now seven that smoke. 


Many theories have been advanced 


and found to be without foundation. 
The volcanic theory was suggested and 
soon found to be without any seieutlfl* 
basis to warrant Its acceptation. This 
fact that the hills began to smoke Im- 
mediately after the big Charleston 
earthquake started much discussion a* 
to some probable connection between 
the two events, but this again coulil 
not be proved by the scientists, anil 
the mystery still remains as deep a-s 
ever. 


A strange fact Iu regard to the mat- 


ter is that persons on the hills and, ii> 
fact, in the exact spots ou which th<? 
Brooke is seen by those in the valley 
can detect neither odor nor color niid 
report that there Is nothing to indicate 
that the smoke is in the air around 
them. 


The neighborhood Is visited, constant- 


ly by parties of tourists, aiid many urt- 
Ists have taken pictures of the hills.— 
Exchange.

The faculty possessed by *nany ani- 


mals for finding their way home 
through an unknown region 'has always 
been more or less of a mystery. It rises 
to its height in the case of tho carrier 
pigeon, and its would be explainers fall 
back on expedients that range all the 
way from a mysterious special sense of 
"orientation" down to everyday or- 
dinary observation of landmarks, such 
as man uses when be finds bis way. 
klost authorities aro now inclined to 
take a middle course, and believe that 
he pigeon finds its way by methods 
more or less ordinary, but by a very 
extraordinarily skilled combination of 
hem. 


We translate t>eiow part of an article 


on tho subject, contributed by M. A. 
Chauzies to the Revue Scientifiqt»e. 
Che author's assumption that the ani- 
mal organism is sensitive to magnetic 
conditions is contrary to scientific ob- 
servation and experiment, but this is 
mly a detail of his theory and does not 
materially affect it. M. Thauzies, after 
giving reasons for rejecting the theory 
of a special sense and other hypotheses 
jut forth on the subject, proceeds to 
state the following facts which 'he be- 
ieves to be firmly established: 


"First.—Well trained pigeons, even 


f taken very far away—say several 
lundred miles from the pigeon cot— 


their bearings, in a normal atmos- 


phere, with wonderful 
promptness, 


without turning about in other diroc- 
ions and without rising to a great 
icight. Before one can count CO they 
lave disappeared. 


"Second.—These same pigeons, left 


n open air in their baskets several min- 
utes before releasing them, while they 
are given food and drink, look around 
:hem, walk to and fro, evidently study - 
,ng tho sky, until, having found out, 
doubtless, what they sought, they re- 
main quiet. Then, if the baskets aro 
opened, they fly off low and almost 
Horizontally, without zigzags and in a 
straight line in the proper direction. 


"Third.—Tho same pigeons, trans- 


ported to a strange region—that is, for 
instance, where they must make a 
southerly journey when' tlie'y are accus- 
tomed to make a northerly one, betray 
a striking degree of disquietude in their 
baskets at the moment 'of departure. 
They seem to be surprised and some- 
what taken aback. As soon as they are 
free they fly off eastward^ making large 
ellipses toward the sun. Then they ex- 
plore in all directions, but they always 
return to the east with a patient tenaci- 
ty that seems to signify that there is 
the key of the problem, and that there 
alone will be found its solution. 
After 


several minutes of this, having reached 
an altitude of 150 to 200 yards, they 
disappear in the proper direction. 


"Fourth.—The earlier in the morn 


ing they are released the more prompt 
is their success in getting their direc- 
tion. After noon, even infjalm weather, 
and even if the distance is small, their 
orientation is dull, slow, wavering and 
without vivacity. 


"Fifth.—When the day coincides 


With a change of the moon, tho orienta- 
tion both at the point of departure and 
also on the route becomes hifficult, the 
birds return slowly and at long inter- 
vals. 


"Sixth.—Finally, even when the sky 


seems everyw here clear, if the atmos- 
phere is undergoing any of those invisi- 
ble disturbances that are revealed only 
by the most delicate instruments of our 
observatories, the pigeons, as in the 
preceding case, hesitate, lag behind and 
sometimes take double the time that 
would be necessary for their journey 
under other circumstances.

The Ago of the Earth. 


J. G. Goodcbild of the British geolog- 


ical survey makes an uttempt to gauge 
the age of the earth from the geologist's 
point of view. Ho passes m review cur- 
tain changes which are^uowu to havo 
taken place in tho past.2woikiug back- 
ward from the glacial period, and esti- 
mates the time required for the forma- 
tion of tho rocks of th'6'various geolog- 
ical periods. Ho concludes that 93,000,- 
000 of years have elapsed siuco tba 
commencement of tbo ,,Mrfiary period 
and 700,000,000 of years since the com- 
mencement of tho Cambrian period. 


Moreover, the beginning of life upon 


the earth may be as much-fntther back 
from the Cambrian times as, Cumbrian 
times are removed from our own, so 
that the total estimate assumes tremen- 
dous proportions.

The tipping evil and why it flourishes 


and spreads is always a subject of in- 
terest, and tho failure of tho efforts of 
Landlord Tilly Hayuos of the United 
States hotel in Boston and tho Broad- 
way Central in New York to put an 
end to the practice in his establishment 
and the comment thereon led him to 
tell this story about it: 


"What called my attention particu- 


larly to it and miule mo disgusted with 
tho whole practice was our experience 
in Milan. When wo came to tuko onr 
leave there, I hud already given lips to 
tho servants who wailed on \is, to tha 
head waiter and to tho chambermaid, 
and supposed that everything was right. 
Now, in Milan tho hotels are different 
from what they are in this country. 
They have an inner court, into which 
the caniagea drive nnd from which 
they depart with their quests, instead 
of leaving from tho froub of tho hotel, 
as they do in this country. 
Before tho 


carriage leaves a boll is struck. 


"When wo were ready to leave, with 


everything all right, as I supposed, this 
bell struck, and wo were at onco stir 
romiclod by some 20 servants, bowing 
and smiling, waiting for their tips. 
There wuro more waiters and more 
chambermaids, who had not done a 
thing for us. Tho wholo affair mado mo 
mad. 
They had been tipped ull that 


was right already, but they surrounded 
tho carriage and tliero was no fitt 
away. 
I hiwi some franc pit-cos in my 


pocket, and I tossed them out to tho 
crowd, one horo and another tlioro until 
I had gotio around. Then 1 turned to 
tho proprietor, who had come out, gave 
him my card and told him that if ho 
did not havo enough money to pay regu- 
lar wages to his ye.rvauts, if ho would 
HOIK! me his address, I would see, when 
I got, home.lliat ho had enough to pay 
them oil' with. 


"Well, I CLimo homo mad with the 


wholo Rystcui. I determined to slop it 
in my hotel. So I had printed in tlio 
hill of faro in largo typo and with two 
Lauds pointing to it tho t-tatemcpr that 
tho waiters were paid liberally by the 
hotel, that, they were expected to vender 
fiatisl'artory ser\ice, nnd if uny 0110 fail- 
ed to do KO it would ho u favor if tiio 
number of tho man, which each one 
had to wear, were reported to tho li 'ad 
waiter or to thn proprietor. 
In tho 


courso of two or tlireo days I notici it 
that tho waiters were looking pretty 
sober audwrro talking quietly to them- 
selves. It was not long before two of 
tho oldest came to mo in my oilieo. 
" 'What, is it?' 1 Uf-ked them. 
"They bowed and hesitated and look- 


ed conjured. Then they mid that, they 
were a committee of tho waiters to 
como and seo mo about thu notice print- 
ed on tbo hills of faro. 
'It, is ;)Uh' a lit- 


tlo wo git," they said, 'only §•! or £•"' a 
month, tiah. It's jus' enough to do up 
do vvhito vests with uu pay for do ci- 
gurs.' 


"They sr.id it over two or three 


times. I saw that they had an excuse, 
and, liko Crockett's coon, it would !>o 
he.it for mo to como down. I asked them 
how many thoro wuro of them. Tiny 
replied that there were 40 on tbo hides 
besides throe bead waiters. 


"'Now,' I said to them, 'you arc 


getting $20 a month ami your hoard. 
After this your wages will bo raised to 
$25 per month nn<l your board.' That 
was $200 u mouth, or §2, -100 a year. 
Ho they went back to work, and tlio 
notieo remained on tho bills of fare, but 
I found that it was impossible to stop 
the tipping. Tho guests who wanted to 
bo served particularly well would not 
givo tho tip directly, but would leave 
it under a plate or napkin, so that tho 
waiter would get it. 


"This went on for about ;i year and a 


half. I don't doubt that tho waiters 
got more than $o a mouth upieco out of 
it boforo I tried to stop the practice. 
But tho reason I could not stop it was 
becatiso tho public would not help mo. 
When a man conies iu with friends 
with him, feeling pretty cocky, ho 
wants to treat them woll and havo ev- 
erything nice, bo he gives orders to tho 
waiter to set him up tlio best dinner 
he can. So tho waiter will bring him 
about everything there is in tho kitch- 
en. 


"Yon know this can bo dono easily 


where tho hotel is on tho American 
plan, for they do not order specific 
dishes to bo paid for. If tho Lead wait- 
er asks what ho is doing with such 
largo orders, the waiter will tell him 
that tbo party ordered it 
Tho guest is 


woll served, and ho is ready to tip tho 
waiter for it. Some day ho comes in 
not feeling particularly well. He growls, 


i at tho waiter and wants to know why 
ho is not served as well as ho was the 
other day. Ho goes to tho head waiter' 
and makes complaint there. Tho trou- 
ble is with the public. Thoy want ex- 
tra service at times and to cut a swell; 
before their friends. They are ready to 
pay for ifc then and fco tbe waiter ac- 
cordingly. But it is jnst this class of 
guests who make tho most trouble at 
other times with their complaints. If 
there is anything wrong with tho tip- 
ping system, tho public is to blamo for 
it. They would 'not help mo out and 
they want the privilege of giving tips 
when they wish for extra good service.' 
I found that it was impossible to stop 
tho practice. People want special fa- 
vors and they are willing to pay tho 
Waiters in order to get them. So I gave 
up tho attempt and let tho practice tako 
ita course. "-—Springfield Republican.
